INTRODUCTION: 

The Curriculum of a Country inculcates National

However BISE, Bannu, Kohat and Chakdara had booklets with brief 
description of syllabi (names of chapters of different subjects) provided 
by NWFP Text Book Board Peshawar. 
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BISE Chakdara provided a booklet with title “ Nai Education Policy for 
9 th for 2003-2004” published by BISE Peshawar which had 10- 
subjects syllabi in very brief form as provided by NWFP Text Book 
Board. 

Note: BISE Abbottabad reproduced old Syllabi of 16 Subjects which have 

not be revised by the Ministry of Education, Curriculum Wing, 
Islamabad, so they are still applicable.

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3. The availability of books of private publishers is more convenient than 

that of Text Book Board in the market. 

As the Principal of University Public School told about the 
unavailability of Urdu for Primary Classes, which they directly purchased 
from the Text Book Board. 

s. 

Principal Government Girls High School Islamia Collegiate told about 
the shortage of Home Economic books for SSC. 

Here it is necessary to mention that the development of new 
curriculum of Home economics is about to complete. Therefore, textbook 
Board cannot publish a large number of books of Home economics 
according to the old curriculum, as these will become waste when the new 
curriculum will be introduced in the near future. 

However, the agency responsible for the production of Text Book 
ensure the adequate supply of books in the market. Almost all the private 
schools teach SSC course in 8 th class. To the query about this trend the 
authorities of the private school said that they were doing so because the 
content taught in 8 th class do not enable the students to study the SSC 
course conveniently. 

CONCLUSION:- 



In the view of facts collected, the committee has reached the 
conclusion:- 

^ That there are no variations in the textbooks used by 
various BISEs for SSC & HSSC. 

^ All Government Schools strictly follow the textbooks of 
NWFP textbook Board for all classes. 

^ All private schools follow the textbook of NWFP for 
secondary and Higher secondary classes i.e., the classes 
examinations of which are held by BISEs. 

^ The problem in textbooks was not of variations but of old 
and new textbooks, which arose due to some late 
introduction of new books of Urdu, Chemistry, Physics for 
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class 9 th and Urdu, Chemistry, Pakistan Studies for class 
10 th . As till late May the new books were not available so 
some students purchased the old books meanwhile new 
books also came in. The students, parents and even 
teachers got confused as which books to be followed 
and some schools began to contact Text Book Board and 
Directorate of Curriculum which clarified them about the 
introduction of new books. 

The Committee checked the syllabi of various BISEs and observed that before 
the introduction of new curricula 2000-2002, there have been quite uniformity in 
their syllabi as almost all the BISEs were following the syllabi prepared by BISE, 
Peshawar. However with the introduction of new curricula some BISEs could 
update their syllabi as per the National Curricula while the others could not do so. 

Assistant Director (Academic) Kohat Board told the Committee that they 
contacted the Curriculum Wing, Islamabad in connection with the provision of 
copies of National Curricula but still they had not received any reply. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

To avoid confusion about variations in Textbooks and Syllabi the Committee 
recommends that: - 

> Timely availability of all Text Books in the market be ensured by the 
NWFP Text book board. 

> All BISEs must have in their libraries the Text Books of all subjects, 
recommended by NWFP Text Book Board and hand over the same to 
the paper setter at the time of paper setting alongwith syllabus. 

> All educational institution be informed about the text books to be used 
by giving full details subject wise with their code No. So as the 
confusion could be avoided. 

> For the uniformity of syllabi, National curricula 2000, 2002 be published 
by all BISEs in the form of consolidated book in full instead of 
extracting syllabi from it. 

> All the BISEs to be bound to strictly adopt the National Curriculum as 
it is developed/ revised with the consent of all Provinces. If the goal of 
uniformity in syllabi is to be achieved then it is only possible if the 
National Curriculum is followed by all the BISEs in its original shape. 

> Necessary funds be given to Directorate of Curriculum & Teacher 
Education for the production of the booklet of new curricula and their 
distribution to the relevant Schools and Colleges in NWFP. Because 
curriculum is a comprehensive document with guidelines on various 
aspects of teaching learning such as teaching methodologies and 
evaluation. Specific objectives stated in it help the examiners to test 
the quality of learning by students. This will improve the testing 
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system of BISEs and quality of education. The book thus developed 
must be distributed free of cost among affiliated institution in the 
national interest as the BISEs are rich in resources to accomplish this 
national service. 

> All the BISEs keep close contact with the Curriculum Wing, Islamabad 
as it is the sole body responsible for the supervision of curricula 
textbooks and maintenance of standard of education in the country. All 
BISEs to seek guidance from Curriculum Wing, Islamabad and 
NWFP Directorate of Curriculum & Teacher Education, Abbottabad in 
matters of syllabi. 

> Private schools must be bounded by the registering & regulating 
authorities to follow the National Curriculum and textbooks of NWFP 
Text Book Board in letter and spirit. 

> NWFP Directorate of Curriculum or its RITEs in various regions be 
given membership in registration committees of private schools, 
particularly with reference to the Curricula used by private institutions. 

> Private schools must be asked to teach 8 th course in 8 th class instead 
of SSC course because student miss some basic concepts in this 
approach which create gaps in knowledge and leads to cramming of 
learning material.
